23rd ult. from their trip through uur Utah, Arizona and Ne- 
Mexico.

Ons of the most furious storms that ever visited Uten oveutred there on 
the 23rd and 24th ult. It seems to have extended pretty generally through-’ 
out the Territory. In Salt Lake City among the casualties mentioned are the 
uprooting of shade trees and the blowing down of signboards, chimneys and 
outhouses. In Ogden the U. P. shops were blown over, and the contents of the 
luinber yards were strewed all over the lower part of Ogden and westward to the 
river; thenew oil tank at the depot twisted out of shape, and six U. and N. R. R. 
passenger coaches, eight box cars and a caboose blown over on their sidtes 
At Logan some of the seaffulding surrounding the tower of the Temple was 
blown down and one of the timbers went through the roof and into the main 
room below ; the tin was also stripped from the roofs of the new court house 
and Cardon and Thatcher's store, and’a frame building’ near ‘the depot wild 
blown over on the track. At Franklin two passenger cars and a sleeper were 
blown over, and at Colliston six out of a train of eight cars were blown over! 
All through Davis Co. the storm was’ very severe, houses being unrdofed, trees 
prostrated, ‘fences blown down und hay scattered over the country. At 
Kaysville a barn belonging to C. Layton and another one adjacent were blown 
over. At Provo the new engine house at the deput was partly blown down, 
several frame buildings in process of erection were demolished and the insane 
asylum was partly unroofed and badly damaged. 1

This Brother Ward has done in a most 
clever and creditable manner in the work now before us. The exceedingly 
interesting and instructive nature of the matter is only equalled by its 
ingenious construction, and the terseness, simplicity and grace of its diction. 
The work is also illustrated, and is one of the best specimens of typography 
we have seen issued from the Utah press. '

“WITHOUT PURSE AND SCRIP.” 


- TOUR CONTINUED—OPEN-AIR MEETING IN HYDE PARK—MEETINGS IN 
‘CHELMSFORD, HITCHIN AND BEDFORD—INTERESTING WAYSIDE EXPERIENCE, 
RETURN TO LONDON, 


London, May 7, 1883. 
President John Henry Smith. 

Dear Brother,—Having finished cur fortnight’s tour through the counties of Essex, 
Hertford and Bedford, a partial description of which was given in a former letter, I now 
resume the narration of our experience from setting out for Chelmsford from Braintree, 
on the morning of the 27th ult. Previous to leaving there, a letter arrived from Elder 
Bench in Hertfordshire, stating that after several unsuccessful attempts to hire halls in 
that vicinity; he had at length secured, at a cost of ten shillings, the use of the Work- 
man’s Hall at Hitchin for Tuesday evening, May Ist. After mailing him a note that we 
would be there (D. V.) to fill the appointment, and requesting him to thoroughly bill the 
town to that effect, we pushed on to Chelmeford (having in our teeth, as usual, hail, 
wind and sleet), and were met there, about 2 p.m., by Elder Gibbons, who, finding it im- 
possible to obtain places for meeting in Halstead, Witham and Hatfield, had concluded 
to lend us the support of his presence that evening. Elder Fowler, having distributed 

1.000 hand-bills announcing the meeting each one of which, from the wording selected, 
being itself a testimony to the restoration of the Gospel and the divine mission of Joseph 

Smith the Prophet had moved on as per previous arrangement to Brentwood and Rom- 
ford, to engage halls, if possible, for Saturday and Sunday. That night we held forth te 
another medium-sized and very respectful audience in Moulsham Street, a number of 
whom were Saints from Braintree, who had come all the way from home to be with us 
and attend the meeting. The hall rent was reduced, according to our Catholic friend’s 
promise, to five sbillings, one and ninepence of which was contributed in coppers and 
small silver by the retiring congregation. The discrepancy was made up by voluntary 
donations from various sources, one man and his wife, who had attended the services and 
manifested an inquiring spirit, stopping us on the street on the way back to our tavern, 
and asking us to accept a trifle” (sixpence) to assist us on our way. 

Saturday morning early we received a line from Elder Fowler, informing’ us of his il? 
snccess in the villages ahead, no meeting places of any kind being obtainable, and seeing 
no immediate prospect for farther usefulness between Chelmsford and London, and as 
the newly arrived missionaries were expected at the Office on the following day, we 
decided to run in and meet them, make the best use oflour opportunities over the Sabbath, 
and leave there in time for our engagement at Hitchin on Tuesday night. 

Our return to London was rendered doubly pleasant by meeting with Elders Evans 
r a few days in the metropolis, and next day, with their 
valuable assistance, we managed to have spirited meetings in all the Branches the 
London District. On Monday afternoon the missionaries arrived, and, although a day 
later than expected, were just in time for our regular open-air meeting in Hyde Park. 
After despatching a hasty tea, we all proceeded in a body to the Park, and quites 
formidable looking body we were, I can assure you. Stationing ourselves by the officer’s 
permission—or what we had innocently interpreted te be his permission—at the very base 
of the Achilles Monument, within splendid hearing distance of Rotten Row, which was 
literally thronged with equéstrians and the shining equipages of the English nobility, the 
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services commenced. We had selected a position on the slope of an eminence overlooking 
all the surrounding drives, and at the junction of several leading fodtpaths and thoteugh- 
fares, where we sohn cdllected’s large and gathering crowd, and, notwithstanding the 
incessant rattle and rumble of hoofs and carriage wheels, had a most respectful and 
advantageous hearing. I think you will agree with me that the picture of ten Mormon” 
Elders, most of whom had never attended an out-door meeting in their lives, standing 
there in the purple twilight, each with a new hymn-book in his hand, singing the songs 
of Zion in the ears of land’s aristocracy, was a sight peldom to be witnessed, and one 
to be fully appreciated only by being seen. At any rate, we soon found that it was not 
likely to be seen again in that locality. It seems we had misunderstood the policeman 
‘whose permission we had previously asked, he having directed us, so be said, to the ex- 
treme opposite side of the Park, whereas we had innocently ehosen a spot where no sect 
or party were allowed to hold meetings, and where every word we had uttered for Christ's 
wake was liable to offend the fastidious ears of the British gentry and nobility. However, 
we had almost said our say” when we were interrupted. I had closed a twenty minutes 
address, and Brother West had been speaking about the same length of tithe, when the 
officer approached and quietly iuformed us that we were violating the rules ‘of the Park, 
and would be required to desist. We apologized for our. mistake, which was purely un- 
intentional, and after closing the meeting by praver and circulating a number of tracts, 
some of which were taken by the livericd footmen of the aristocracy, we departed in 
peace, pondering over the mysterious dispensations of providence, which enable ‘Mormon’, 
Elders to stumble across the most pre-eminent, and withal most unlikely opportunities, 
of declaring to all men, high aud low, rich as well as poor, the divinity of the missiou in 
‘which we are engaged. I believe our meeting at Hyde Park Corner had to be. Ina 
patriarchal blessing received just before leaving home, it was said to me: The kings 
and nobles of the earth shall heac thy voice,” and although I could not then see how the 
Lord was going to bring it about, nor at what particular time in my life it was destin 
to occur, I could not now say, in view of Tuesday night's adyenture, that the Patriarch’ * 
promise had not already been partly fulfilled. 

Next day, the missionaries having been assigned, we set, ont fox Hitchin, purchasing 
tickets in order to reach there on time, but taking care to divest ourselves of every penny. - 
over and above our fare. Elder Lund accompanied us, as his assignment was to Hert- 
fordshire, and so, with Elder Bench, whom we found awaiting us at our destination, 
there were four of us to face the audience which assembled that evening to listen. We 
had a splendid meeting. The congregation was not large, but the Lord was with na in 
power, and they sat as if spellbound from beginning te end. Two. shillings and a hali- 
penny (enough to board and lodge us at the neighboring coffee tavern), were left for us at 
the door, and I believe that if we could have obtained the hall for another night, we: 
would have drawn out a much larger assembly. As it was, we. found this consummation,, 
however ‘devoutly to be wished,’ entirely ont of the question, for the Society of Friends

good, night’s rest, we were all in — anid: ‘Brothirto 
Bench and Lund having taken train to Bedford, Brother West and I, after making a 
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brief call and leaving a treat with a gentleman named Axford (to whom Brother Alex- 
ander, Wallis, his city cousin, had sent on a letter introducing us], set out on a tramp 
towards Shefford, seven miles on the road leading to Bedford. It was our intention to 
hold meeting that night at the first mentioned place, if possible, and after tracting 
Snes as far and. wide as we could, to join the brethren at Bedford, and in the event 
their obtaining a hall, to preach there on the following night, or, if they failed, to trust to 
the weather to ‘let up „long enough to permit us to hold some meetings in the open-air. 
Soon after leaving Hitchin we came across a group of men and boys, about a dozen im 
number, all field hands, sitting by the road side eating their breakfast. We introduced 
ourselves, preached them the Gospel, bore testimony to the prophetic calling of Joseph 
Smith, and handed round some tracts for them to take home and read at their leisure, 
They listened with rapt interest, thanked us for stopping, said they would read the 
printed word we had given them, and that if they had any coppers about them they 
would only be too glad to give us something in return. We thanked them for their 
attention, accepted the will for the deed in the matter of monetary recompense, and went 
on our way rejbicing. Again and again we stopped in like manner, though not again 
favored with an audience of such ce dimensions, and some time beyond the hour 
when the forenoon meets tho after half of the day, and the appetite of the average 
American“ — particularly when whetted by the pure air of rural England begins to look 
around for something more substantial than verdant ineadows and uncooked skylarks, wo 
espied, at a little distance ahead, two men and a boy seated under a hedge at the road- 
side, doing the very identical thing we wished to do—eating dinner. We approached 
them with confidence, told them who and what we were, and with that courage which 
hunger and humility can slone inspire, asked the privilege of preaching ‘ Mormonism’ to 
them while they were putting away their frugal meal. They readily consented, and as 
they arose to resume work in the adjacent field, after having accepted of a tract apiees, 
made the same remark in relation to money as those to whom we had spoken in the 
morning. We mildly suggested that if they had a crust of bread left from their dinner 
it would be very acceptable, as we were traveling without purse or scrip, and had not a 
penny to buy a mouthful. You should have seen thera jump for and untie their bundles, 
Out came a piece of bread and a rind of cheese, which were handed to Brother West, 
then another crust and a bowl containing a few cold potatoes, which became my portion, 
and last, but not least, a fragment of rice pudding, about the size of a Quaker’s soul or 
a pocket Testament, and—shade of the departed Epicurus !-—flavored strongly with 
7 So Brother West. said; but, thanks to my bad cold, I was unable to detect it, 
and 80 devoured wi a decided relish not only my own share, but likewise the portion 
wich! his more fastidlaus’ taste rejected. ‘But truly and without levity, it was one of the 
mast enjoyable, meals I ever ate end we were just as grateful for it as if it had been sent 
tons Py means ‘of Elijah’s ravens, instead of men, from the great Giver of all good.

A few miles more 1 us to " Shefford, where we sought for, but were unable to 
hear of only one place, i in which meetings could be held. This. was a school- room, the 
use of which was denied us, even before we had a chauce to say we were Mormons,’ by 
the Rev. * Osborne, of, the Established Church, to whom we had applied as its pro- 
Priator. Finding that n nothing was to gained by stopping , at Shefford, we resolved to 
g on towards ore trusting in the as to what awaited us on the way. Just 
autside the village, ' we commenced | a systematic distribution of tracts, and left them at 
every heuse we came do g far as the little village of Cotten End, which we also tracted 
thoroughly, only three houses declining to receive them. We ‘Nice met with another 
sig reception, It was towards evening, and a yery cold and stormy night was coming 

We had called at a humble cottage and presented a tract, which was accepted 
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courteously, and happened to remark that we were ministers from America, traveling 
and preaching without purse, scrip or salary, when the good woman of the house very 
kindly invited us in, and setting before us some bread and butter, said we were welcome 
to it as the best she had in the house. I need not say that this act of charity and addi- 
tional manifestation of God's providence was duly appreciated. We reached Bedford 
at nine o'clock that night, having been on our feet for twelve hours, almost incessantly 
walking, talking and distributing tracts. But I never enjoyed myself better in my life, 
and actually felt stronger in body and fresher in mind at the end, than I had at the 
beginning of the day’s journey. We were kindly received and cared for by, Sister —— 
Richards, an aunt, by marriage, of S. W. Sears, Esq., and a good, faithful Latter-day 
Saint, and besides the pleasure of meeting with Elders Bench and Lund, from whom we 
had separated in the morning, we were delighted to learn that they had secured a hall fer 
the following night, and had been notifying the town, by means of 1,000 hand-bills, of 
the revisitation, after many years absence, of ‘ Mormonite’ Elders from Utah. 

The next morning we had another 1,000 bills printed, and spent most of the day in 
a@preading the news of our arrival and our proposed meeting at the Working-man’s In- 
stitute. Brothers Bench and Lund stood by us and assisted us faithfully, and at night 
we had an excellent meeting of two hour's duration, well attended, and the addresses 
listened to with profound interest. From this meeting, upon which had been expended, 
for rent and printing, the sum of twenty shillings, we realized eight shillings and six- 
pence in voluntary contributions. Nothing occurred to mar our peace, and the Lord 
blessed us in speaking with the outpourings of His Spirit. One young man, at the close, 
tried to get up a discussion at the door as we passed out, but nobody paid any attention 
to him, and he soon left off and went home discomfited. He was evidently half intoxi- 
cated. He said there was a spirit within him (hic!) which had told him in the morning 
that some (hic!) men were coming there that night to preach (hic!) false doctrines. From 
the odor of alcohol which pervaded the surrounding atmosphere while he was speaking, 
we were enabled to realize the partial truth of his remark, and to judge pretty accurately 
as to the nature and quality of the spirit to which he had reference. We told him the 
_ spirit which said that to him was the spirit of the devil, and the sooner he got rid of it 

the better, a proposition which seemed to take him somewhat by surprise, and over 
‘which he became suddenly thoughtful and finally went quietly away. 
Next morning our party again divided, Elders Lund and Bench remaining in Bed- 
ford, and Brotber West and myself going towards Hatfield. He called at Hitchin on 
the way, while I went on ahead to see what could be done at the former place. I had 
several interesting conversations with different parties, but found no opportunities for 
public preaching, and my companion having rejoined me, we proceeded on towards 
London, where we were due at the Priesthood meeting on Sunday morning. The 
weather, for the first time in twe weeks, was bright and beautiful, but so fickle that while 
at one time we would be obliged to doff our overcoats on account of its warmth, within 
the next ten minutes the hail, rain and wind would compel us to replace them. We 
tracted as we went, and bore testimony to every wayfarer who gave us the chance, and 
after a wearisome tramp of four hours duration, found ourselves at High Barnet station, 
sixteen miles from south*west London, and just sixteen pence in our pockets. Inquiring 
the cost of two fares from that point to the nearest London station, you can imagine our 
chagrin (not unmixed with amusement) at being told it was seventeen pence. In vain 
we raked and scraped for another penny, again and again we recounted our little store, 
hoping against hope that we could make it just one more penny than it was. It was of 
no use, sixteen pence it was and sixteen pence it remained, and not even a penny stamp, 
a postal card or a brass button could we bring forth to make up the deficiency. Then 
we thought of the beggar to whom we had given a penny that very morning, of the 
penny-worth of dry crackers which had served us for a breakfast, and were beginning to 
indulge in a silent soliloquy as to the advisability of feeding vagrants and indulging jn 
the extravagant luxury of penny breakfasts, when the bell rang for passengers to get 
aboard or get left, and roused our Yankee wits into immediate action. We soon found 
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that although sadly lacking in copper, we had still an abundance of brass on band, 
for we had only to present our faces at the ticket-seller’s window, announce ourselves as 
‘American gentlemen out on a rural ramble, and just out of English money, to be 
courteously relieved from our embarrassment, and invited to step into the train which 
was then starting. Our sixteen pence was accepted as payment in full for our fares, and 
fervently acknowledging the station master’s politeness, we were whirled away 
wards London, where we arrived as we had left it a few days before, without a penny 
in our pockets, but as happy and as hungry as we ever were in our lives. On Sunday 
we held some excellent meetings, three of them in the open-air, and fittingly closed a 
fortnight’s experience which I shall ever remember as one of the most interesting and 
enjoyable periods of my mission. 
In conclusion, let me assure you, Brother Smith, that every promise you made to us 
when you blessed us before leaving London, has been literally fulfilled. The Lord has 
been with us from beginning to end. We have lacked for neither food, shelter nor friends. 
We have been healed and strengthened from time to time, and have had numerous 
opportunities of declaring the truths of the Gospel and distributing the written word of 
God. Even the pawning of the watch, which may have somewhat amused you, but 
which as a means of preserving our credit and reputation was an absolute necessity, only 
afforded another opportunity for the Lord to bestow an unexpected blessing. We had 
not asked Him to hire halls for us. We had been satisfied to exercise faith simply in the 
direction and to the extent of food and shelter (Brother West having previously set apart 
a portion of his private means for ball-hiring purposes) but the Lord has been better to us 
than we deserved or even expected, and has more than administered to our personal 
wants while moving about among strangers and enemies. As an instance of this, 
I need only tell you that the circumstance of the watch having come to the knowledge of 
the sisters of the relief society of the Whitechapel Branch, they have voluntarily under- 
taken among themselves to raise the money and redeem the pledge. I am aware that 
this letter, like its predecessor, is excessively long, but I desire to let you know, in 
‘accordance with your request, exactly what our experience has been while on the journéy 
‘which it was agreeable to your counsel we should undertake. With much love and

When you saw me last, I was engaged in the purchase of a little stock of merchan- 
diss to set up a little store. My brother John R. is a partner with me, my wife Maria 
and I being the clerks, etc. We have sold over $2,000 worth of goods since we opened 
tout our stoe'x, It is not a large bis,,“ but it takes lots of time and pays a little, and I 
hope will grow both in extent and in profits.
